InFocus: Workforce 

The April issue presented an overview of the three major barricrs to effective mental health care 
in rural America, Availability, Accessibility, and Acceptability. These three barriers were 
described in detail in our June. August. and September issues. Here we revisit the four major 
components of workforce and will describe each of thera in detail in the next few issues. While 
the information is initially redundant from the Availability issue, we re-present it here to orient 
the reader on workforce components in order to examine them in depth. 

Ideally, an adeauate workforce has the right number of experienced and skilled people in the 
right jobs at the right time to meet the present needs of the population. Establishing and 
sustaining an effective mental health workforce involves several components: A profile of 
present population and demographics; An estimation of the prevalence of mental illness; An 
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analysis of the professional occupations available to serve the community; A picture of the higher 
education programs designed to supply weil-trained professionals. 



;"xj Workfbrce Components: Population, MH Prevalence, Occupations, and Higher Education 



Prevalence rates are based on epidemiological studies of populations, while the number and location of 
professionals is based on the interplay of education and occupation trends. Both are estimates and are 
constantly shifting in response to a large number of variables. Each of these four components 
interrelates, and changes to one component afTect the others. Fof instance, large and rapid increases in 
population can translate into greater numbers of people with behavioral health problems. However, it 
can also mean increased numbers of people available to enter the behavioral health field as clinicians. 
Thus, it is important to study previous trends to project future courses. Morc importantly, these 
projections allow decision-makers to identify potential avenues of growth, as well as barriers and means 
of overcoming them. 

Population 

The first aspect of workforce, population, can be analyzed from a number of different perspectives." For 
example, Hawai'i has an estimated 2006 population of 1,285,498. With a land area of 6,422.62 square 
miles, Hawai'i has an overall average of 188.6 persons per square mile. This average suggests that 
Hawai'i is an urban state. However, due to the unique geographical structure of the state, one island is 
urban, while the remainder are classified as rural. The Hawai' i Office of Rural Health uses the Research 
Service Rural-Urban Commuting Are as fRUCA) to determine the urban areas of the state, shown in 
purple in the picture below. Given the geographic spread of the population, most of Hawai'i is rural. 
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[Xi Hawai'i RUCA 



Oeographic barriers can isolate communities in almost any state. In order to access treatment in. Hawai'i, 
it must be availablc on the island of residence or else a consumer will need to fly to anotber island to 
rcceivc face to face services. This is an area where telehealth can prove invaluable to reduce 
transportation costs and tune-consuming travel. In Alaska, many villages are isolated from Iarger urban 
areas due to lack of roads. In other states, mountains, large bodies of water, poor roads, and severe 
weather can isolate communities that would otherwise be considered adjacent to urban centers. 
Consequently, when examining the population density of a state, it is important to examine the 
functional distance between communities to determine the accessibility of the mental health workforce. 

Thus far, we have examined population as if it were a static phenomenon. It is important to examine 
population trends to gauge the fiiture of both the prevalence of behavioral health disorders and to 
determine the weak areas of the occupational future. The US Census publishes population projections 
for the nation out to the year 2050 and for individual states out to 2030. This allows future determination 
of potential gaps between the unmet needs of the population and the available workforce. In the next 
issue we will look at the calculation of the prevalence of behavioral health disorders based on the 
present and projected population numbers.

Colorado - House Joint Resolution 1050: 

In 2007, the Colorado Legislature passed House Resolution 07-1050 to create a Task Force for the study 
of behavioral health runding and treatment The Task Force is charged with studying mental health and 
substance abuse services in order to coordinate the efforts of state agencies and streamline the services 
provided and to maximize federal and other runding sources. 

Representative Anne McGihon is the Chairperson and Senator Betty Boyd and Senator Bob Hagedom 
are the Vice-Chairpersons of the Task Force. Task Force members include a representative of the 
Governor's Office, three members of the Colorado House of Representatives and three members of the 
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Senate members, and representatives from key departments of state govemment. These departments are: 
Human Services; Health Care Policy and Financing; Public Health and Environment; Corrections; 
Public Safety; Education; and Law. In addition, the Task Force has created three subcommittees to assist 
it in meeting its charge. They are: Program; Budget and Funding; and Streamline and Coordinate 
Services. 

A final report will be presented to the Health and Human Services Committees of the Senate and House 
of Representatives by January 3 1 , 2008, regarding any findings and legislative recornmendations. CSI 
(Center for Systems Integration) in partnership with NPM Consulting has been selected as the consultant 
team to assist the task force in conducting its duties including research and report preparation. CSI is 
also partnering with Western Interstate Commission for Higher Education (WICHE) on the national 
research component of the project. Speakers from across the country including several WICHE states 
have agreed to present to the Task Force to share their experiences and lessons learned.

Commissioner Lloyd, 

Thank you for pointing out report timeline discrepancies, as you saw them, in our letter to the BOF. 
Since we met separately In meetings wlth yourself and Director Hilsinger and then later with Directora 
Hilsinger and Swanton there seems to be some variance in claritication of the dates mentioned. After polling 
various members of our BOD that were present at those meetings our general consensus Is that we heard 
several of the reports would be out by Dec 1 with the Susitna Mark Re-Capture Study possibly available 
sooner, and that you would encourage your staff to have all other reports out at least a month before the BOF 
meeting. We would not have been satisfied with a protocol that called for all other reports being available 2 
weeks prtor to the meeting. 

We became alarmed when we received an e-mail from Department staff statfng that many of the reports 
would be made available to the BOF 2 weeks prior to the meeting with no mention of dates for 
public distribution. (see e-mail message beiow) This breugnt back memories of the 05 UCI BOF meeting 
when we didnt see some of the reports until the first day of the meeting on the information table. There was 
also no mention of any Coho reports on his list 

We have been expressing these concems since this Spring in hopes of improving the availability of the 
most recent data so that all groups, AC's and individuals can assess proposals accordingly. Without tlmeiy 
Information assumptions in comments to the Board may be incorrect and of little help to the process. I know 
we arent the onty ones that share these concems. 

I believe we share the same desire to make the process better and look fbrward to worklng with you and 
your staff on identrfying areas of improvement as we transitlon through this board cycle. We support you as 
Commissioner and fulry understand some of the difRculties your staff faces in regards to these issues. As I 
mentfoned to you this summer, we appreclate your proactrve style and the manner In whlch you directed the 
fisherles management In Cook Iniet this past season. 

Our desire Is to help the Departmentand the Board, in any way we can, to provide a fair and ethical arena 
for development of the regulation process. If we can be of further assistance please dont hesitate to call.

4 Nature of Issue or Contact Ginger had several questions regardlng the Mat Maid disposal; whether K was 

exempt from our normal disposal procedures, the propriety of the appeal process t 
potentlal confllcts of Interest, confuslon on scoring criteria, and the board's ablllty 
to reject blddera. She also mentioned that Leglslative Audit Is looking Into the 
mattor. 

5 Agency Action or Response: Thls disposal ie exempt from the Procuremont Code per AS 03.10. 050(g). Istated 

that part bf the confuslon on scoring criteria l* probably a result of the form of the 
disposal; they' re calllng K an RFP and asklng for proposals, but It appears to be a 
bid. Thera are no evaluation criteria because they will be awarding to the hlghest 
bldder who meets their minimum bld - so the only criteria is the bld price. Ginger 
stated that one board member, who Is also a farmer, is llkely to be a bWder. Since 
the board wfll be evaluatlng blds, he may be in a posltion to ovaluate hls own bld, or 
to obtaln information not availabls to other bldders. She also mentioned that one of 
the potentlal bldders is the father-ln-law of the Ag Dlrector. I directed her to DNR 
for a response to these questions, since 1 don't know rf they have a process In 
place to avoid confllcts of Interest She lnqulred aboutthe eppeal process (she 
stated that the RFP dlrects bldders to address appeals to the board, not the DNR 
Commissioner, which she felt would be more approprlate). She also questioned an 
amsndment to the RFP that glves the board the right to reject any proposal, 
without Itsting any criteria for rejection. I have not been involved In thls proJect 
since It Is exempt from our oversight, so I directed her to DNR for a response to 
these questlons as well. 1 have left messages wlth DNR Lead Procurement 
Speclallst Martys Hagen and Adminlstrative Services Dlrector Nico Bus to inform 
them ofthe friquiry.
